Coal Gate, Ola., January 23.—William 
Howard Taft was indorsed for re-nom- 
ination by the republican party for 
president, 118 to 32, at the fourth con- 
gressional] district republican conven- 
tion tonight, after Roosevelt support- 


ers had made a determined effort to, 


etampede_ the convention for the Sage 
of Oyster Bay. 

Defeat came only after a hard strug- 
gle, and during which spectacular 
methods were used to impress the del- 
egates with the boom which the sup- 
morters.of the colonel had set in mo- 
tion. 

Fought Hard for Roosevelt. 

Edward Perry, district chairman, led 
the fight for Roosevelt, while James A. 
Harris, of Wagoner. held the lines for 
the administration. Incidentally,«C. W. 
Miller, of Hugo, and G. A. Ramsey,.of 
Ardmore, were eletcell delegates to the 
republican national convention, and 
James A. Harris was indorsed for na- 
tional committeemen by the same vote 
that President Taft received. 

The defeat of the Perry forces be- 
came evident early. On the vote for 
temporary chairman, the Perry people 


‘had a momentary vision of a sweeping 


“wictory when it was announced their 
eer ono wT Bultock, of Ada, 
had been chosen, 74 to 65. A canvass 
of the vote disclosed the fact that J. 
H. Humphreys, of Atoka, an avowed 
supporter of Prebident Taft, had been 
elected, 72 The arrival of 
more delegates later in the day swelled 
the total vote when the question of 
presidential preference came up. 

Spectacular Stunts for Teddy. 
the assembling of the 
delegates this afternoon, a huge bal- 
loon was released near convention hall. 
Painted on it was one word, “Roose- 
velt!” The balloonist, before his leap 
with a parachute, unfurled a flay bear- 
ing the lettering, “He Will Land.” 

As Perry bean speaking, after the 
convention Was temporarily organized, 
a small boy. dressed in “Rough Rider’’ 
costume, rode up the central] aisle of 
the convention hall. The lad was 
lifted to the stage, while Perry sus- 
pended his address for the moment, 
and waving his diminutive sombero, 
shouted, “Il want Teddy.” Deafening 
cheers followed, and the outbursts 
were repeated later, when Perry men- 
tioned “a square deal for everyobdy,” 
and called the name of Roosevelt. 

The delegates selected tonight are 
the first to be chosen of those who will 
Select the party’s presidential nominee 
at Chicago in June.

the Baptist ministers of Atlanta, and 
other friends of the minister, a com- 
mittee of five was named to visit Dr. 
Broughton at his residence, to {Inform 
him that the sum of $5,000 would be 
raised in the near future, to be given 
him to cover all expenses for a year of 
complete rest from his duties, on con- 
dition that he would agree to remain 
in Atlanta, 

It was announced that the sum of 
$3,000 was already promised by friends 
here of Dr. Broughton. The other 
$2,000 was to be raised through the 
efforts of the gentlemen present at the 
meeting. 

The committee, composed of Chair- 
man John E. White, J. R. Smith, 
R. A. Broyles, J, H. Whitten and J. &. 
Pryor, waited on Dr. Broughton at 7 
o'clock Tuesday evening. The minister 
was too ill to see them personally, and 
the proposition was submitted in writ- 
ing. 

Broughton Declines Offer. 

After due consideration, Dr. Brough- 
ton returned the following answer: 

“I am deeply grateful for the splen- 
did compliment done me by the city of 
Atlanta, in offering to provide for the 
year of rest. I1 regret, under the cir- 
cumstances, more than I can say, that 
I shall have to decline their offer, and 
will eable Christ church Wednesday 
morning, aS per my agreement with

Pian for Inauguration, 


Members Gather in Hotel Lob- 


bies and Discuss Politics and: 


Other Topics—Several Can- 
didates for Other Offices 
Are Among Them.

Alive with legislators, hotel lobbies 
last night presented familiar scenes. 

It looked as if some big political 
coup might have been on the tapis, 
whatever that is—some sing like the 
election of a United States senator, or 
similar thereto. 

For Inauguration of Governor. 

But it was none of that; the legisla- 
tors are here singularly and solely for 
the inauguration of a governor, and so 
far as state business is concerned, ab- 
solutely nothing else will be done. 

The legislative business will consist 
merely of canvassing the vote for gov- 
ernor, declaring the result, and inau- 
gurating Hon. Joseph M. Brown as 
governor of the state. 

This business will be transacted with 
a few formalities and a little red tape, 
as is customary on such occasions, and 
numerous committees will be appoint- 
ed to carry out the functions of the 
called session. | 

Will Meet Two Days. 

The general assembly will gather at 
10 o’clock today, receive a message 
from Governor Slaton, appoint a num- 
ber of committees, secure the vote in 


the recent state election from the sec- | 


retary of state, hold a joint session, 
probably about noon, 
and declare Hon. Joseph M, Brown 
elected governor. 

Among the committees to be ap- 
pointed will be one to notify Governor 
Brown that he has been elected and 
to arrange with him the details as to 
the inauguration. 

It is expected the inauguratioyg will 
be held at 11 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, when the governor will deliver his 
inaugural addres, take the oath of of- 


fice and receive the great seal of the 


state into his keeping. 


POLITICS 1S FIGURING 
IN THE TALK OF MEMBERS 
While the legislature can transact 
no state business outside of the inau- 
guration, there is nothing to keep the 
members from talking politics, work- 
ing out their plans and corralling a

And more interest attaches, perhaps, 


to this feature of the legislative ses- | 


sion than to any other, for, so far as 
the inauguration is concerned, it is 
purely a matter of formality.

Michel’s Big Majority. 

Michel's: majority in the city of New 
Orleans will probably total 10,000 or 
more, :

In Break With Col Garvey and 
Henry Watterson, 


Nebraskan Says That Governor 
Wilson Was Justified in Re- 
questing That His Name Be 
Withdrawn From the Col- 
umns of Harper’s Weekly.

What Bryan Says. | 

In a letter, made public here-tonight, 
Mr. Bryan says: 

“The recent break between Governor 
Wilson and Colonel Harvey illustrates 
the impossibility of co-operation be- 
tween men who look at public ques- 
tions from different points of view. 
Colonel Harvey becamé a supporter of 
Mr. Wilson when he was selected as 


the democratic candidate for governor 
of New Jersey, and he continued his 
support when Governor Wilson . began 
to be discussed as a candidate for 
the presidency. Of course, it is absurd 
for Colonel Harvey’s friends to talk 
about his ‘bringing Governor Wilson 
out. No man or paper could have 
made Governor Wilson available as a 
candidate, if he himself had not at- 
tracted attention; it would have been 
impossible for Colonel Harvey to have 
prevented a discussion of Governor 
iWlson’s availability. 

Harvey’s Support a Disadvantage. 

“But let us assume that Colonel 
Harvey was doing all that he could for 
his choice, what was the situation. His 
conspicuous support was not only of 
no advantage, but it became actually a 
disadvantage; it did not bring to Gov- 
ernor Wilson the class for which Col- 
onel Harvey speaks, but alienated men 
just as honest as Colonel Harvey’s 
friends, who could not understand why 
Colonel Harvey praised Governor Wil- 
son personally without indorsing the 
things for which Governor Wilson 
stands.

RESCUED FROM LIFE OF VICE 
YOUNG GIRL SENT HOME TO DIE 


In order that she might return to 
her parents “and die in her home, 
the Men and Religion Forward 
night furnished 
transportation and funds to a 19-year- 
old girl who had contracted tubercu- 
losis in a disorderly house. 

After receiving the railroad ticket 
and money, the mere slip of a girl 
thanked her benefactors with tears in 
her eyes, and asked their prayers for 
forgiveness for the life she had lived 
only a short while. 

When the case was brought to its 
notice, the committee on social service 
immediately began an investigation, 
and within a few hours had provided 
for the girl’s trip home, where she 
would be received by her parents. 

The girl’s plight was first discovered 


by a prominent physician, a member} 
of the social relief committee. He was’ 
called to the house in which the girl 
was an inmate, Sunday night, to ad- 
minister relief from a severe hemor- 
rhage of the lungs. Seeing that her 
condition was critical, he talked with 
her of her past life. 

When. asked of her home and parents, 
the girl broke into tears, and told the 
kind-hearted physician that she want- 
ed to return home, and die there. 

“I had a good home,” she said, “and, 
thank God, my father and mother do 
not know of the life I have led here.” 

Assuring her that he would do all in 
his power to bring about her return, 
the physician immediately conferred 
with members of the ‘social service 
committee of the religious movement. 

Monday afternoon the girl was car- 


ried in an ambulance to the Terminal 


station, where she was started on her 
way home.

FUND 1S NEEDED 
BY COMMISSION 


Will Ask $10,000 to Investigate 
Public Ulility Corporations, 


Has No Way Now of Making 
Necessary Investigations. 
Would Be Seriously Handi- 
capped if a Big Case Should 
Be Brought Before It. 


The railroad commission will at the 
June session of the legislature, ask an 
appropriation of $10,000 per annum, to 
be used in making expert appraisals 
of the property and expert audits of 
the earnings of public service corpora- 
tions under its jurisdiction, when in- 
creases or reductions in rates are ask- 
ed, or stock and bond issues are sub- 
mitted for approval. 

The commission will strongly wage 


the growing importance of and the 
absolute necessity for such appraisals 
and audits, in order that it may dis- 
charge its duties with exactness and 
fairness to the public and the corpora- 
tions serving it. 

In very few cases can an entire body 
of reasonable and just rates be pre- 
scribed without definite information.

SAYS CULBERSUN 


Texas Senator Maes Sweeping 
Charges of Ccrruption Against 
GOP. Campaizn Comm. tees, 


HIGH PLACES BARTERED 
FOR ChMPAIGN FUND 


Culberson Alleges That Roose- 
velt Condoned the Use of 
Money in Politics — Texan 
Asserts Foreign Ambassador- 
ships Were Bestowed in Re- 
turn for Campaign Money.

Washington, January 23.—Demand- 
ing an investigation into campaign ex- 
penditures in 1904 and 1908, Senator 
Culberson, of Texas, in the senate to- 
day, made sweeping charges of corrup- 
tion against the republican commit- 
tees for those and other years. Indi- 
rectly, he charged that foreign am- 
bassadorships were bestowed as a re- 
ward for campaign contributions, and 
inferentially he charged that former 
President Roosevelt had condoned tne 
ise of money In politics. 

Mr. Culberson’s address was made in 
anticipation of an unfavorable report 
oy the committee on contingent ex- 
penses on his resolution prov‘ding for 
an investigation. He said that the 
limitations of the proposed inquiry to 
1904 should not be construed as a con- 
fession that there had not been im- 
proper practices before that period. 

The Campaign of 1908. 

Referring especially to the campaign 
of 1908, Mr. Culberson said the contri- 
butions to the democratic fund had 
been made by 74,000 persons, with 
$5,000 as the largest, while those of 
the republican fund were made by 12,- 
330 persons, with Charles r. Fate 
brother of the republican presidential 
Candidate, at their head, with a dona- 
tion ef $110,000. Among the contribu- 
tors mentioned were Ambassadors 
Reid and Kerens and Minister Larz 
Anderson. 

Mr. Culberson referred to the fact 
that George B. Cortelyou in the 1904 
campaign was chairman of the re- 
publican national committee while he 
was secretary of commerce and la- 
bor, and intimated that Mr. Cortelyou 
had taken advantage of the secrets of 
corporations whose affairs might be 
investigated under the federal law to 
procure money for the campaign. 

“It has been estimated,” he said 
“that the enormous ang unconscionable 
Sum of $11,000,000 was raised and °- 
probably expended that year by the 
committee of which he was chairman. 
The very size and audacity of this 
fund, if approximately correct, smacks 
of extortion, profligacy and corrup- 
tion. Who contributed and where did 
it.come from?’ 

There Should Be an Inqutry. 

Mr. Culberson declared there shoul@ 
be an inquiry to answer these ques- 
tions. | 

He went into some detail regarding 
the newspaper charges that the late 
E. H. Harriman had raised the fund of 
$260,000, to which he himself had con- 
tributed $50,000, in support of the re- 
publican ticket in the campaign of 
904. He declared that within the 
past few weeks an effort had been 
made to clear up this charge and 
added: 

“This attempt to unload upon the

Here is how the expenses of the 
Stockade foots up, according to what 
the prison committee estimated, and 
what the finance committee of council 
figured: 

Payroll wanted, $12,662; got $10,211. 

ikxpenses, wanted $1,200; got $1,000. 

Fuel, wanted $2,000; g0t$1,750. 

Feeding, wanted $12,500; got $10,400. 

Clothing, wanted $10,000; got $2,500. 

A raise in the superintendent's sal- 
ary from $1,800 to $2,100 was asked 
for, but was turned down. The prigon 
physician's salary was raised from 
21,200 to $1,800. 

No appropriation was made for bed- 
ding and beds, implements and fixtures 
and for an extra mule and a wagon.

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WORK OF EXTENSION SCHOOLS 


selected for a school. The work is 
adapted to the local needs of the lo- 
cality. A study of soils, fertilizers, 
horticulture, trucking. animal hus- 
bandry, dairying or poultry husbandry 
being emphasized according to local 
needs or wishes. From six to eight 
experts are present .at each school.

This includes 539,- 
262, or 37.6 per cent of the white 
population, and 295,464, or. 25.1 per 
cent of the negro population of the 
state. 

If the inhabitants of the counties 
north of (or bisected by) a line di- 
rectly east and west through Atlanta 
are added it will give # population 
essentially tributary to Atanta of 766,- 
746 whites and 382.215 negroes, being 
53.5. per cent of the white, 32.4 per 
cent of the negro, or 44 per cent of 
the total population of.the state. 

Fully 331-3 per cent of the white 
peoplé of Georgia live well within 
50 miles of Atlanta and more than 
half the whites live either within 
that radius or to the north of Atlanta, 
or more than 40 per cent of the entire 
population of the state. 

Other interesting observations 
might be noted from a study of the 
distribution of the white and negro 
population of the state. 

In the territory lying north of a 
line run northeast and southwest 
through Atlanta there are nearly four 
In the territory 
lying between this line and another 
line drawn: parallel with it and 130 
miles to the south will be found the 
“belt” in which the negroes far out- 
number the whites. South and east of 
this line the whites again slightly 
outnumber the negroes, until the coast

Work of Extension. 


“The extension schools organized by 
the State College of Agriculture are 
now in progress. Two have already 
been held at Washington, in Wilkes 
county, and at Eatonton, in Putnam 
county. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for holding others at Louis- 
ville, Carrollton, Barnesville, Edison, 
Bainbridge, Quitman, Valdosta, Moul- 
trie, Pitts, Jackson, Fayetteville, Dal- 
ton, Ellijay and Hartwell. . These 
schools will be in progress until the 
16th of March, and will only be with- 
drawn then because of the arrival of 
the planting season. It will be noticed 
that an attempt has been made to 
cover the state as completely as possi- 
ble. Since the organization of these 
schools before the middle of January is 
impracticable for obvious reasons, 


there is only a limited time in which, 


they can be held eacn year. Should 
they be operated another season an at- 
tempt will be made to place them in 
sections which have not hitherto had 
an opportunity to enyoy the benefits 
they are calculat to confer. 

‘Towns and cities desiring schools, 
therefore, should send in their applica- 


tions at an early date. Schools are 
located at those centers in which the 
local community evidenced their inter- 
est in work of this kind by providing a 
free hall, light and heat, janitory 
service and assist in advertising and 
calling the schools to the attention of 
the public. <A petition containing the 
names of at least 150 farmers is ex- 


pected to accompany the application 
fer a school. The reason for this is: 
to insure sufficient public interest in 
the matter to justify the expenditure 
entailed in holding a school. The name 
extension school has been chosen ad- 
visably, for the work carried on is ina 
svstematic manner. Four days of in- 
struction is given at each point 


to an extensive display and test of 
farm machinery, and a third to the 
examination and treatment of sick ani- 
mals by the college veterinarian, the 
fourth to the judging and test of seed 
corn and cotton. Demonstrations are 
put on to satisfy local needs for in- 
formation along specialized lines. 


Car to Carry Exhibits. 


“This year, ‘through the courtesy 
and corporation of the principal rail- 
roads of Georgia, a demonstration car 
has been furnished the college, en- 
abling it to carry exhibits showing in 
detail various experiments and the re- 
sults obtained therefrom which illus- 
trate in a concrete manner the truths 
most essential to impress on the far- 
mer. The co-operation of the railroads 
in this matter has made it possible to 
carry on the work of instruction in 
these schools in a more efficient man- 
ner than ever before. The farmers of 
the state are showing a. response to 
and interest in this work which means 
much to Georgia agricultural develop- 
ments. 

“The State College of Agriculture ifs 
the first institution in the south to or- 
ganize and promote traveling schools of 
this character. The value of those 
previously held shows the wisdom of 
the policv adopted by the board of 
trustees in this matter. Financial 
limitations, in spite of the recognition 
given extension teaching in agricul- 
ture by the last Georgia general as- 
sembly alone, prevent the institution 
from holding fifty, or even a hundred. 
of these schools, Which, when organ- 
ized and directed along the lines now 
being followed, means to place within 
the reach of the farmers of this state 
at the most vital time in the history 
of their farm operations for that year, 
the latest and best practical knowl- 
edge available concerning their busi- 
ness.

Rev. Lansing Attacks Wealthy 
Employers for the Low 
Wages They Pay. 


Philadelphia, January 23.—Sensa- 
tional statements concerning persons 
of wealth marked the meetings today 
of the Men and Religion Movement 
now under way in this city.

Washington, January 23.—James A. 
Farrell, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, surprised the Stan- 
Ry “steel trust” 
mittee today with the statement that 
the steel corporation and the Inter- 
national Harvester Company have had 
no business dealings with eacu other 
for a‘ period of five or six years. 

-The information, coming on the eve 
of a proposed investigation of the 
harvester company by congress, in 
which it was sought to show as one 
existing condition that the harvester 
company and steel corporation had 
interlocking directors and that the 
latter gave rebates to the former von 
steel, was doubly surprising. 

Ban on Harvester Concern. 


Representative McGillicuddy, of 
Maine, questioned President Farreil 
about the export business ‘of the steel 
corporation and: rebates given to cer- 
tain companies. . 

“Isn't it a fact that the Internation- 
al Harvester Company gets larger re- 
bates than are granted smaller con- 
cerns?’ Mr.-McGillicuddy asked. 

“We have done no business with the 
International Harvester 
whatever for five or six years,” ; 
Farrell replied. “The International 
Harvester Company has had a boy- 
cott on this corporation. It all grew 
out of a controversy with one of our 
subsidiary companies and the har. 
vester company. It started as a mere 
quibble between salesmen and result- 
ei in a complete severance of busi- 
ness relations. There is absolucely 
nothing in common between Us. We 
can’t do business with them. 

Among the board of directors 
the United States Steel Corporation 
are Elbert H. Gary, George F. Baker, 
George W. Perkins and Norman B. 
Ream, al] of whom also are directors 
of the International Harvester Com- 
pany.’ Mr. Gary is chairman of th? 
boarg of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and Mr. Perkins is chairman 
of the finance committee of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company. 

President Farrell was interroBated 
relative to a reported international 
organization of steel manufacturers, 
to control the price of steel rails. He 
explainfeq that Kuropean manufac- 
turers had such an organization, but 
that the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion was not a party to it. 

Denies an Understanding. 

Asked by Mr. Beall if officials of the 
steel corporation, when they decided 
to change prices, were not bound to 
teli their competitors, President Far- 
rell answered in the negative. 

“There is no understanding 
such notification should be given,” he 
continued. ‘“‘Whenever a change of 
prices is made competitors find it out 
within ten minutes. If I should meet 
a competitor on the street or at lunch 
I would not hesitate to tell him we 
were going to make a change in prices 
if one had been decided upon.” 

President Farrell denied in response 

to questions by Chairman Stanley that 
the steel corporation gave any rebates 
er discounts to the Standard Oil Com- 
‘Pany on tin plate for cans. 
- “Tye minutes of the Carnegie com- 
pany,” said Mr. Stanley, “show that 
rebates were given the Standard Oil 
Company on tin plate.”

i. B. Folsom, an Atlanta pioneer, 


the most widely Known 
restaurateurs and hotel men in the 
state, died yesterday morning in his 
apartments at the Folsom hotel, after 
an illness of three weeks. 

Nearly sixty of his eighty-seven years 
life were passed in Atlanta, From 
2 town of 12,000 or 15,000, he saw At- 
lanta grow to a thriving metropolis 
of more: than - 160,000, and no one 
did more to bring about the great 
development. Every movement of im- 
portance for the advancement of At- 
lanta received his aid. 

Makes Arms for Soldiers. 

Me was born in Monmouth, Maine, 
June 12, 1825. Mr. Folsom came south 
in the middle ’50’s, and first located 
in Tennessee, where he passed four or 
five years. Two years before the war 
between the states Mr. Folsom came to 
Atlanta and began his career here with 
a wagon shop on Marietta street, near 
Simpson. 

When the war came on Mr. Folsom 
threw his fortunes with the south. 
Arms were needed for the army, and 
Mr. Folsoms mastery of his trade 
brought him.to the attention of the 
authorities, and within a short time 
he was turning out guns and swords. 

A sword made by Mr. Folsom be- 
came the property of General N, B. 
Forrest, the dashing confederate lead- 
er. From Mr. Folsom the sword was 
passed to the late Colonel George W. 
Adair, Dy whom it was presented to 
the general, 

Buys the Reading Koom. 

Some time during the latter 70’s Mr. 
Folsom opened a saloon on Alabama 
street, near Broad, and. there he re- 
mained up to ’85, when he purchased 
the Reading Room on Marietta street, 
where he remained the rest of his life. 

The Reading Room _ on 
street was a saloon in a narrow, odd- 
shaped building, and had been run a 
long time by the late Ed Mercer. 
It was from Mr. Mercer that Mr. Fol- 
som purchased the Reading Room. 
When Atlanta went dry in the elghties 
Mr. Folsom discarded his fixtures and 
stock and opened a restaurant, tak- 
ing in an additional room on_ the 
south of the building he had been 
using. The Folsom restaurant proved 
a success from the start, and resulted 
in bringing to its owner a fortune 
which is now estimated at more than 
$300,000. 

“Folsom’s” was for many years the 
meeting place of men famous in Geor- 
gia, affairs. . General Robert Toombs 
was a frequent diner there, and his 
flashes of wit and droll stories are still 
recalled By some of the older frequent- 
ers. Henry W. Grady, Evan P. Howell 
and W. A..Hemphill also took their 
meals there frequently. 

Surrenders Care of Hotel, 

About @ year ago Mr. Folsom decideg 
to surrender the management of the 
hotel and restaurant to new ‘hands. 
He called about him his nephew, Henry 
Folsom, and his nephew’s son, Jake 
Johnson, and other employees, and 
formed a stock company,: to -which he 
turned over the business. 

Mr, Folsom never married. He was 
one of the most upright characters in 
the city of Atlanta, and was always 
full of sympathy for those in trouble. 
His purse wase ver open to those in 
need, while never. a hungry man 
passed his restaurant doors if L. B. 
Folsom knew it. His charities were 
numerous and generous, but they were 
always so quietly done that no qne 
ever knew it.. He was a sincere friend, 
and was the soul of honor in all his 
dealings. 

He is survived by his nephew, Henry 
L, Folsom, and two grand nephews, 
Arthur H. and Spencer A. Folsom, a!] 
of Atlanta; a brother, E. W. Folsom; 
of Massachusetts, and a number of 
other nephews and nieces. ng

Several extracts from the 
which brought Joseph M. Brown prom- 
inently into the limelight during the 
several gubernatorial campaigns, have 
recalled to my mind. some _ personal 
reminiscences in connection with “Lit- 
tle Joe.” 

From a late Constitution we clip: 
“In all Georgia polities there has been 
no more unique figure than that of 
Joseph Mackie Brown, who has just 
made the announcement of his inten- 
tion to run for governor again.” 

“Little Joe” is the nickname by 
which he has been known since boy- 
hood, He came by this name through 
being the son and namesake of his 
father, Joseph E. Brown, war governor 
of Georgia, late United States senator, 
and, in some respects, the most strik- 
ing figure stalking through a. half cen- 
tury period of history, the most cru- 
cial the state has known. 

“Joseph M. Brown was born in Cher- 
okee ‘county, on the old family home- 
stead. a few years before his father, 
obscure and - almost unknown, was 
nominated on the democratic ticket for 
governor. He went, with his father 
and mother and the Other little Brown 
children to Milledgeville in 1858 for 
an extended and exeiting stay. There 
they remained until. the invading 
armies from the nobtth ‘convinced them 
that it was time ¢é6\Mjove.” 

Met “Little Joe.”’ 


It was during the fast year of the 
Brown family rematning in Milledge- 
ville that I beeame acquainted with 
“Little Joe.” Our relations were both 
personal and official. The Georgia leg- 
islature had, at a previous sesssion, 
authorized -his father, Governor Brown, 
to establish at different points in 
Georgia two hospitals for the benefit 
of confederate soldiers, the soldiers to 
be strictly Georgians. The institution 
was officered and managed entirely by 
Georgians. To one of these Governor 
Brown assigned me as manager-in- 
charge. 

I immediately located and organized 
my hospital in the Atlanta city hall, 
on the ground new oecupied by the 
state capitol. It was a most conven- 
ient and fortunate spot, well adapted 
to hospital usages. It was soon in suc- 
cessful operation, and its rooms full 
of sick and wounded soldiers. From 
Governor frown himself I received 
morning instructions and returned a 
daily report of the’ former day’s do- 
ings. Upon the approach of Sherman 
to Atlanta, by order, I removed 
hospital with all.of its: belongings to 
Milledgeville on the 13th day of July, 
1864, Here I established my headquar- 
ters. “‘Little Joe’ made his appear- 
ance every morning. with orders from 
his father and to receive my daily re- 
ports. At that time he was acting as 
his father’s page. He soon became 
such a familiar figure around the office 
and hospital buildings that the clerical! 
force of the institution and the con- 
valescent patients gave him the af- 
fectionate name of “Little Joe.” 

It is true, in stature Joseph Mackie 
Brown was justly entitled to the name 
of “Little Joe.’’ But even then, “Lit- 
tle Joe” began to show evidences of his 
gigantic mind. Having access to his 
father’s office, where the situation was 
daily discussed, and to all the daily 
newspapers of the land, “Little Joe” 
soon showed a great development of 
faculty in obtaining news. So much 
so, that I soon adopted him as my 
daily newspaper, and every morning 
was able to get from him where Sher- 
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tution and removed it to the ground 
now occupied by the Girls’ High school, 


“Little Joe” Graduates. 


Here, under an able faculty, with 
Rev. David Wills, D.D., as president, 
the college had an existence of some 
two or three years. Only one class of 
young men ever graduate from it. 
That was during the summer of 1873. 
The following young gentlemen com- 
posed the graduating class: Joseph 
M. Brown (present governor-elect,, who 
received first honor), Clinton R. Gas- 
kill, Charles B. Gaskill, Benjamin F. 
Gaillard, Robert A. Massey, Virgil C. 
Norcross, Harry F. Scott, Robert N. 
Smith, William A. Spencer, H. H. Tal- 
ver aml-James T. Wills. 

Having chosen the law for a profes- 
sion, “Little Joe’ went to Harvard for 
a professional course. He graduated 
from the law school of that great uni- 
versity, but before receiving his di- 
ploma began to suffer so severely from 
his eyes that he had to give up the 
idea of practicing. 

Instead, he went to work for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, his 
father being president of the leasing 
coOmparmy. Young Brown began at the 
bottom of the ladder, and for months 
worked in overalls along with the la- 
borers. Then he became a trainman, 
and earned a promotion to the position 
of freight train conductor, which he 
filled for a period, 

After being with the road several 
years he began office work, and grad- 
ually rose to the position of traffic 
manager, a place he held for six or 
seven years after the lease controlled 
by his father’s company expired. In 
all, he was employed on the state road 
for nearly thirty years, 

After his extended service in va- 
rious capacities—as a railroad man— 
his last official act before becoming 
governor was his grand work on the 
railroad commission of Georgia for a 
number of years.

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Washington, ~D. C, January 23.— 
(Special.)—President Charles C. Bar- 
rett has issued the following card to 
officers and members of the Farmers’ 
Union: 

“The representatives of the’ Farmers’ 
Union now in Washington looking aft- 
er legislation in which every American 
farmer is interested, expect to secure 
definite results this session. We will 
probably get. reforms for which we 
have long. been contending more 
quickly than the most optimistic of 
us imagine. Certainly, we will procure 
them all, just as soon as the average 
congressman learns the farmer is in 
earnest. in demanding them, and that 
he will not be put off by evasion, the 
glad. hand, free seed or a little petty 
job or two for the brethren. 

“But we are not going to advance 
one inch fafther along the road -until 
we learn to smash out of existence the 
old school, hypocritical politician, with 
his little bag of inherited or acquired 
tricks, and pin. our faith to the man 
who takes the large view, the sincere 
view. I want to impress these facts 
upon the farmer at what is practically 
the outset of what promises to be one 
of the most exciting sessions of recent 
years. 

Meaning Llustrated. 


“I can illustrate what I mean very 
easily with two little stories. The first 
is a personal experience. I approached 
a well-Known congressman from the 
south during the recent session and 
asked him if he wére going to support 
the bill pp for a genera] parceis 
post. Quick aslightning he said ‘Bar- 
rett, I’ve got a nice job for a kinsman 
of yours.’ [ told him I wasn’t hunt- 
ing jobs for my relatives, and asked 
him again if he were in favor of a gen- 
eral parcels post.

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LIFT PENSION BAN 
ON CONFEDERATES 


Washington, January 23.—A repeal of 
the law that prohibits the payment of 
a government pension to any veteran 
of the Confederate army or the “widow, 
children or heirs of any deceased per- 
sons who, in any manner, voluntarily 
engaged in, aided or abetted the late 
rebellion against the authority of the 
United States,” is asked for in a Dill 
introduced today by Representative 
Brantley, democrat, of Georgia. 

The refusal of the pension office to 
grant a pension to the aged father of 
a dead seaman in the navy, because 
the father was a Confederate soldier, 
was the immediate cause for the intro- 
duction of the Brantley bill. 

“As the law is construed,” said Mr. 
Brantley, “a veteran of the Spanish- 
American war is ineligible’ for a pen- 
sion if he’ is the son of a Confederate 
veteran. I shali push the measure I 
introduced today, for I do not believe 
the people of the United States favor 
the retention of such a clause.”

terday, under realizing. Offerings 
were not aggressive on the decline, 
whieh was soon checked by covéring, 
and subsequent fluctuations were ner- 
.yous and irtegular, with the market 
Closing at about the lowest point of 
the day and rather more active Wall 
Street selling during the late sessions. 

The south was a moderate seller here

This Is Total to January 16. 


193,674 Ginned From 
January 1 to 15. 


Washington, January 23.—The vast 
1911 cottun crop or the United States 
had been ginnea and palea to the ex- 
tent of 14,610,676 baies on January 
16, according to the census bureau's 
report today, showing 193,674 bales 
were ginned during tne period from 
January 1 to 15, inciusive. Ginneries 
this. season have been forced to 
Greater activity than ever betore by 
the enormous crop. A _ considerable 
Quantity sti:l] remains to be ginned 
before the close of the season. The 
exact amount will be made known by 
the census bureau's final ginning re- 
port March 20, giving figures up to 
February 29. 

Today's ginning report is about 
376,000 bales less than the department 
of agriculture’s estimate of produc- 
tion, which was 14,885,000 bales of 
600-pound gross weight. 

The census bureau's ninth cotton 
ginning report of the season, issued 
at 10 a m. today, and showing the 
number of running bales, counting 
roung as half bales, of cotton of the 
rowth of 1911 ginned prior to Tues- 
ay, January 46, with comparative 
statistics for last year and other rec- 
ord years, is as follows: 

United States, 14,510,676 bales, com- 
pared with 11,253,147 bales last year, 
when 97.3 per cent of the 1910 crop 
was ginned prior to January 16; 12,- 
666,203 bates in 1909, when 96.8 per 
cent of the 1908 crop was ginned, and 
12,767,600 bales in 1905, when 94.9 per 
cent of the 1904 crop was ginned.

NEEDS MORE MEN 
So Declares Maj. F. L. Palmer, 


Now on Tour of In- 
spection. 


Savannah, Ga., January 23.—(Spe- 

cial. )—That an increased enlisted 
strength is the greatest need of the 
national guard” of Georgia at present 
is the assertion of Major F. l, Palmer, 
inspector general of the state, who is 
in Savannah on his annual tour in- 
specting the military organizations. 
' Although Major Palmer has just 
starteg out on the tour of the state 
and has not had an opportunity to ob- 
serve the condition of many of the 
companies, from the present outlook 
there will be a slight decrease in the 
enlisted strength of the troops, he 
says. There has, however, been a 
general improvement in the condition 
of the state militia. The improvement 
is not confined to any particular re- 
quirement, but is general in its char- 
acter. 

It. will he absolutely necessary for 
the companies all over the state to 
increase their enlisteg strength, Ma- 
jor Palmer believes. The recent regu- 
lation requiring every company to 
report thirty-five men present at 
twenty-four drills during the season 
will force every company to increase 
its enlistments to fifty-eight men at 
least. While the state may overlook 
a slight infraction of this regular 
rule this year, it will not be so next 
year, when every company will be re- 
quired to maintain this standard. 

While this regulation has been 
criticised by some organizations, Ma- 
jor Palmer declares that he does not 
think it too strict for national guard 
organizations. The state is required 
to enforce this regulation or the ap- 
propriation from the government will 
not be sufficient to maintain the mili- 
tia at the present high standard. 
Those companies which do not report 
an enlistment of the required size 
will necessarily have to be disbanded. 
If it is found impossible for the pres- 
ent companies to comply with. this 
regulation it will be necessary to re- 
duce the number of organizations and 
distribute the. men to the other com- 
panies, Major Palmer states.

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ROYAL CONNAUGHTS 
SEE AMERICAN LIFE 


New York, January 23.—The royal 
trio of Connaughts—the duke, duchess 
and Princess Patricia—had their first 
opportunity today and tonight to make 
something like an intimate acquaint- 
ance with American life. They viewed 
it in at least three distinct phases, 


From the tower of the highest office 


building in the world they surveyed 
the forest of downtown skyscrapers, 
and with the aid of glasses they view- 
ed the metropolitan district for 25 
miles around. At the foot of the tower, 
after they had shot down forty-eight 
floors in an elevator, they came face 
to face with their first American 
“mob.” More than 500 persons beset 
the ducal party and by mere force 
they made their way to automobiles. 
Tonight the royal visitors met nearly 
300 members of New York society at 
a ball in the home of Ambassador Reid. 
The party’s trips today included a 
visit to the private art galleries of J. 
Pierpont Morgan. This was followed 
by a luncheon at the Reid home, at 
which Colonel Roosevelt was a guest. 
The afternoon included trips to Grant's 
tomb, Columbia university and to the 
new Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 
The formal dinner at the Reids to- 
night was set for about sixty persons, 
and the dance followed. The Reids, 
displeased with reports that invita- 
tions to the function had been sent out 
with a view to pick the real elite of 
society and to eliminate all others, de- 
clined to give out the lists of guests. 


PITIFUL PLEA OF WIFE 
FOR LIFE OF HUSBAND 


Monroe Bridge, Mass,, January 23.— 
Mrs. Silar Phelps, wife of the man who 
is sentenced to die this week for the 


murder of a deputy sheriff, sent a pit- 
iful plea today to Governor Foss and the 
council, which will tomorrow consider 
another petition to save Phelps from 
the chair. 

“I am sick and am not strong enough 
to undertake the journey with my six 
children.”’ she. wrote in explanation of 
her failure to make a personal plea. 
“l want te say that there have deen 
many misstatements made concerning 
Silas,” she continued. “We were al- 
ways happy until this trouble came. 
The stories that he abused me are all 
lies. 

“I pray to God every night and our 
six little children kneel beside mé and 
pray that their father shall not have to 
die in that awful chair. 

“Whatever you do to Silas, spare his 
life for our sakes.” 

Mrs. Phelps and her children live in 
a lonely cottage on a mountain a mile 
from the nearest neighbor and now de- 
pend upon charity. 

Phelps shot and killed Deputy Sher- 
iff E. F. Haskins, who had gone to his 
home to arrest him for a minor of- 
fense. Phelps maintains that in shoot- 
ing the man he did so in defense of 
his home. 

The state executive council will go 
over the case again tomorrow, and if 
sentence is not commuted Phelps must 
die before midnight Saturday.

CAUSTIC ATTACK 
ON WICKERSHAM 


By the President of the Inde- 
pendent Tobacco Men’s 
Association. 


Washington, January 23.—A caustie 
attack on Attorney General Wicker- 
sham characterized the address of W. 
F. Axton, of Louisville, president of 
the Independent Tobacco Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, deiivered here today 
before the annual convention of the 
organization. 

Mr. Axton, in discussing the décision 
of the supreme court dissolving the 
American Tobacco Company, declared 
that “a decision which should have 
settled the trust question in America 
forever” had been “flittered away like 
chaff on a winter day; by the chief 
law officer of the United States, whose 
Vision was limited to the interest of 
the common stockholders of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company, whom the su- 
preme court denounced in unmeasured 
terms.” 

He thought the supreme court should 
have reviewed the plan of reorganiza- 
tion, saying: 

“While there is sé much agitation on 
the subject of amending the Sherman 
anti-trust law, I cannot conceive of an 
act so stupid (if honest) of not bring- 
ing back to the supreme court the plan 
of the American Tobacco Company, and 
let that court of last resort say if this 
plan met the mandate of that coyrt, 
which might have saved 4 great deal of 
unnecessary legislation on the most 
prominent subject before the American _ 
people.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Axton -said. “all 
this juggling with the laws of the land 
only tends to bring odium on free gov- 
ernment,” and he predicted that in the 
near future an entirely new set of 
Officials would enact laws under 
which no corporate interest would be 
safe. 

The legislative committee submitted 
a report which was equally caustic in 
its criticism of Mr. Wickersham. 

The attorney general could not be 
seen tonight. 


INSURGENCY ARISES 
AMONG THE WOODMEN 


Chicago, January -3.—Insurgency 
arose in the adjourned meeting of the 
head camp of Modern Woodmen of: 
America here today, and the fight te 
prevent adoption of the head officers’ 
Plan of increasing insurance assess-’ 
ments, was on. -The head camp wil? 
be in session all this week, it being 
tht intention to withhold a vote on 
the proposition until a thorough can- 
vass of the delegates has been made. 

The plan of increase is based on the 
recommendation of state insurance 
commissioners who met in Mobile, Ala.. 
Aa year ago and prepared a simple and 
uniform law for governing fraternal 
insurance companies, Sixteen fraternal 
bodies have adopted the plan. By ex- 
tensive growth, say the Woodmen of- 
ficials, the low rate of insurance here- 
tofore in effect has been sufficient. 

Head officers submitted figures cal- 
culated to show that by January l, 
1914, the lodge would have attainable 
assets of $300,000,000, less than enough 
to meet the face value of policies. 

Their plan would be to increase rates 
materially, but to scale increases for 
members more than 53 years old, so 
that the cost of their insurance would 
not be prohibitive. A maximum as- 
sessment limit of $3 for a $1,000 policy 
for these men was suggested. 


TELEGRAPH MANAGERS 
AS DYNAMITE WITNESSES 


‘Indianapolis, Ind., January 23.—Man- 
agers of telegraph offices in more than 
a dozen cities today were subpoenaed 
to appear before the federal grand 
jury and testify in the investigation 
of the dynamite conspiracy concerning’ 
messages by which it is said J. J. Me=+ 
Namara directed the operations of his 
“dynamiting crew.”’ 

Copies of telegrams taken from Mc- 
Namara's office are declared to show 
not only that the dynamiters arranged. 
Simultaneous explosions in different. 
cities, but also that some of the mes- 
sages were addressed to men who have 
not been convicted or inditced. The 
purpose in summoning new witnesses 
is to establish the identity of the Te- 
cipients of the telegrams, 

The blowing up of a building 
Omaha, Neb., on March 24, 1911, and 
of an iron works in Columbus, Ind.. 
on the same day, according to Ortie 
McManigal, was arranged by tele- 
graph. McManigal went to Omaha and 
when he was about to light the fuse... 
there sent the following message [to 
McNamara at Indianapolis, which was 
the signal agreed upon: 

“Please forward check 
Neb.” McManigal says 
after receiving that, telegram, sent a 
message to Columbus for the man 
there to light his fuse. In that way 
explosions in different cities occurred 
almost simultaneously. 


HARDWICK PREPARING 
SUGAR TRUST REPORT 


Washington, January 23.—Chairman 
Hardwick, of the congressional com- 
mittee, which for several months has 
been investigating the so-called sugar 
trust, hopes to submit a report to the 
house within a week. 

Democratic leaders in the house 
urged Mr. Hardwick to report as soon 
as practicable. Witnesses who had 
come many miles to testify in rebuttal 
of anti-beet sugar testimony were de- 
nied hearings. Two reports will come 
from the committee, as democrats and 
republicans disagree over the tariff on 
sugar. 

Final weeks of the inquiry develop- 
ed into a tariff debate, and the tariff 
will be the theme of both reports. Rep- 
resentatives Fordney, Malby and Hines 
are expected to prepare a minority re- 
port, arguing that the removal of the 
duty on sugar would mean the destruc- 
tion of the beet-sugar industry.

FUND IS NEEDED 
BY COMMISSION 


Continued From Page One. 


commissioners, are daily suggesting to 
the commission a study and investi- 
gation as to costs and rates in numer- 
ous communities. 

The commission has been repeatedly 
urged to do this, of its own initiative, 
but it has not the money with which 
to undertake such a work. 

In the Columbus light and power 
case, and in the Savannah street rail- 
road case, the city council and citizens 
put up the necessary funds, employed 
experts and submitted appraisal esti- 
mates. These, however, were sub- 
jected to attack as partisan, and in- 
complete, notwithstanding they were 
immeasurably valuable and helpful to 
the commission. 

These citizens, however, had no right 
of access to or examination of the 
books and accounts of the respond- 
ents, and, of course, could make no 
audits as.to earnings, operating ex- 
penses, etc. In the Savannah case the 
commission selected its own auditor 
and had an audit made at its own ex- 
pense. This one audit consumed just 
one-half of the entire contingent fund 
of the cémmission for 1911, 

Complaining municipalities and citi- 
zens ought not to bear these expenses. 
They pay tneir share Of state taxes, 
and are entitled to have some of it ex- 
pended for such public purposes in 
their communities 

Investigation Is Essential 

if now any city complains against 
a whole-body of light and power rates, 
investigation along the lines suggested 
above, is absolutely essential, and such 
investigations can be impartial and 
complete only when actually made or 
directed by the commission, through 
_. experts appointed by it and under its 
‘orders. For appraisal, accounting and 
inspection work, . the commissioners 
say, there really ought to be annually 
available at least twice $10,000. Sev- 
eral of the state commissions have 
unlimited funds for such uses, and 
practically everyone in the union, sev- 
eral times as much as Georg:a’s com- 
mission. 

It is apparent that if the railroad 
commission is to go thoroughly into in- 
vestigations of this sort, it must have 
more money; it is also apparent that 
without funds it can initiate no inves- 
tigations of its own, unless they are 
compartively inexpensive. 

The commission is of the opinion 
that in justice both to the public and 
the corporation which may be under 
investigation, its inquiry both as to 
appraisement of physical property and 
as to earnings shown by its’ books, 
should be thorough and complete; that 
there should be an unquestioned and 
an accurate foundation on which to 
base an opinion as to whether the rates 
charged are too high or not. It will 
be generally agreed that this view is 
the correct one. 

It Costs Money. 

‘ ‘But it is also true that it costs money 
to make these investigations, 
is hardly the proper thing for the com- 
mission to call upon the defendant 
company—usually the only party to 
the suit that can be made to come 
across with the money—to foot the 
bills. 

Suppose, for example, citizens of a 
community or officials of the munici- 
pal government complain to the com- 
mission of the excessiveness of the 
rates charged by a $5,000,000 public 
Service corporation. To make an ap- 
praisal of the company’s property and 
an audit of its books, by men whose 
reports cannot be questioned, will cost 
from $2,000 to $3,000, maybe more. The 
citizens or city government, as the case 
may be, may offer abundant evidence, 
but when it comes to paying for the 
real evidence, the information of a 
Class upon which such a decision, the 
commission considers, suould be based, 
they are seldom there with the cash, 
nor, as the commission views it, should 
they be expected to pay ft. 

Commission Is Handicapped. 

Naturally, under the present circum- 
stances, the commission would be se- 
riously handicapped, should a case of 
4ny magnitude be brought to its at- 
tention. It has announced a principle: 
That the actual physical valuation of 
a corporation’s property shall be used 
as the basis of comp:ting fair and 
reasonable rates. That principle in- 
volves the two lines of investigation 
already indicated—appraisement of the 
physical property and ascertainment of 
the company’s earnings from its books. 

When these two facts are ascertain- 
ed on @n accurate and scientific. basis, 
the problem is solved merely by the 
applying of one result to the other. 
If a company has $1,000,000 worth of 
physical property and is making 15 or 
20 per cent net, the chances are the 
commission would order some reduc- 
tion in its rates; if it were making un- 
der 10 per cent, the probability is it 
would not be disturbed. But there is 
Only one way, as pointed out, to reach 
this result, and it costs money. 

It is a serious problem as to what 
the commission would or could do if it 
were confronted now with a case of 
any serious proportions. If the com- 
plainants wanted to have the case 
properly settled, they would, it seems, 
have to come up with the expense fund. 

A city or a number of citizens, will- 
ing to foot the bill, might, in this way, 
secure a fair and righteous determina- 
tion of the case presented; but this ap- 
pears to be about the only way in 
la it can be done at the present 
time.
